New and Strong Clew in 
the Pirie Mystery. 


MAN WITH A BANDAGED FOOT 


LETTER FROM 8B. F. OWENS 
THROWS LIGST ON TRAGEDY. 


A new clew has developed in the Pirie 


murder mystery. 

But for the miscarriage of a letter, I{t is 
thought that even now the suspect would 
be behind the bars. By taking sp the clew 
now and working on it persistently, it is) 
thought that the disadvantage may be 
overcome and the man sought yet .*ppre- 
hended. 

The clew comes in the form of a let*er 
written by B. F. Owens, employed by the 
Missouri District Telegraph Co. at Bast 8t. 
Louis. Owens carried a man in his buggy 
on the night of July 5, and had some con- 
versation with him. From the man's talk 
and appearance, Owens was so thoroughly 
convinced that he had seen the slayer of 
Andrew H. Pirie that he on che same night 
wrote a letter to a member of the citizens 
committee at Ferguson, detailing very ex- 
plicitly what he had seen.

FLAMES. ROARED 
ABOUT SLEEPERS 


Gray Family of Ferguson Had 
a Narrow Escape. 


ENTIRE HOUSE WAS DESTROYED 


SIX PERSONS AWOKE TO FIND 
LIFE IMPERILED. 


It Is Supposed That the Fire Was 
Caused by the Explosion of a 
Lamp in a Ground Floor 
Room. 


J. 8. wife and four children 
narrowly escaped incineration in a fire 
that destroyed their home and contents at 
Ferguson at 1:30 o'clock Tuesday morning. 

When the fire was discovered the entire 
lower portion of the house was wrapped 
in flames. The front stairway and hall 
was a mass of flames, and smoke so filled 
the upper part of the house that the cc- 
cupants were almost suffocated. 

When the family was awakened they 
had to flee for their lives. They had no 
time to dress and clad only in their night 


they fled down the narrow rear 
and barely escaped with: their

lives. 

Not one article was saved from. the 
burning house. Not one in the family 
Saved even a change of clothing. 

The house is the old John Payne rest- 
dence, on the Florissant road, two doors 
north of the Wabash station. It was a large 
frame structure, containing 11 rooms. it 
was one of the handsomest of the homes 
in Ferguson, and the house was valued at 
more than $6000. The furniture was valued 
at $6000. 

Mr. Gray, who occupled the house, is an 
inventor. At present he is engaged in per- 
fecting some inventions at the plant of the 
Mound City Machine and Pattern Works, 
at Seventh and Howard streets. He has 
lived in Ferguson but a few months. 

The fire was discovered by Mr. Gray's 6- 
year-old daughter, Grace. She was sleep- 
ing on the second floor, in the same room 
with her parents. In another room slept 
two other daughters, Lillie, aged 10, and 
Claire, 8 years old. The only son, Richard, 
13 vears old. slept in another room. 

he youngest daughter, Grace, had 
suffered with toothache, and it was abou! 
midnight when she dropped off to sleep. 
Her mother had been up with her severa! 
times during the night, and fearing that 
she might be called again, a 
lamp in the dining room was left burning. 

It is thought that the explosion of this 
lamp is what caused the fire. At 1:30 
o'clock the child again awoke, suffering 
with the pain of an aching tooth. 

When she awoke the smoke was already 
filling the room and the fumes were hot 
and NMifiing. The whole lower portion of 
the housc was tn flames, and the roar and 
crackling of the flames, as they ascended 
the wide hall and stairway. lighting the 
house with a flerce glow, frightened the 
child and she cried aloud for her mother. 

Both parents were awakened and they 
realized their peril at once, They saw that 
escape by the front hall and stairway was 
impossible. The fire ig, the rear part of 
the house had not gafned such headway. 
and, though the .entire house was filled 
with dense smoke, the other children were 
awakened and, without taking time to 
dress, were hurried out the rear way to 
the yard. 

It was not until this time that the fire 
was discovered by the neighbors. .-There 
is no fire department in Ferguson, and as 
the house was as dry as tinder there was 
nothing that could be done to save it. It 
was burning so flercely that no one could 
enter it and in an incredible short while 
it had burned to the foundation. 

The homes of neighbors were opened t¢ 
the burned-out famittes and for the tim: 
being they will make their home with Mrs 
Jones, who lives within a few doors of 
where their home was.

As a police officer of many 
perience with highwaymen and burglars, 
and knowing their methods of work, 
would not advise the citizen to try to cure 
the evil. He Is not expécted to place his 
life in jeopardy. We have a police depart- 
ment to do this. 

To sum the whole argument up, I repeat 
that conditions must govern every man 
who is qgnfronted by a robber or a burglar. 
If he is a cool, nervy citizen who knows 
his own powers for strenmea and quickness, 
then his judgment must direct him what 
to do. 

But it ls dangerous any way you look 
at it.

Investigating, Alleged Injudicious 
Handling of Funds. 
CHICAGO, July 9.—Behind closed and 
carefully guardeé@ doors the Supreme Lodge 
of the Knights of Pythias today met here 
in special session to consider alleged ‘‘in- 
judicious handling of the funds of the en- 


dowment rank of the order.’’ 

Members of the fraternal organization 
both in the United States and Canada are 
said to be intensely interested in the out- 
come of thé investigation, a report of which

F. S. Neal of the board of 
control of the endowment rank. 

It is said that $590,000, the entire surplus 
of the endowment rank, has been so badly 
handled during the past few years that it 
is unavailable for use except at a great sac- 
rifice. Meanwhile the death rate has in- 
creased to such an extent that the rank 
is $400,000 behind on death claims. 

Along with a discussion of the proper 
treatment for officials said to be responsi- 
ble for the condition will go consideration 
of measures for the restoration of the rank 
to its former basis. A special assessment 
on insured members and an increase in 
the monthly payments on insurance were 
said to be probable by members of the 
supreme lodge before they went into ses- 
sion. The meeting will continue three days 
or possibly longer, it is thought.

CHICAGO, July 9.—Behind closed and
